LONDON, Dec. 30. — The Unionists 
are cheered. by the fact that Mr. Bal- 
four was able to speak at Haddington 
today. The peers are still vigorously 
stumping the country, though they are 
frequently heckled. 

Lord Portsmouth, at Creditor!; 
thought the best way to reform the 
Lords would be by selection by quali- 
fication. He desired to see tho second 
chamber remodelled on a representa- 
tive election basis. 

Mr. Balfour is said to be looking 
forward to a majority of UO, while Mr. 
Chamberlain hopes for 100. 

The Morning Post says: "The com- 
ing election will provide a searching 
test for democracy In this country. Mr. 
Lloyd George is simply employing tho 
usual devices of a demagogue. Will 
the people have sufficient sense and 
Judgment to disregard unscrupulous 
appeals to passion and cupidity, and 
to take a calim comprehensive view of 
their permanent interests? The chief 
danger, as Mr. Bonar Law pointed out, 
is the fact that Lloyd George enjoys for 
tho present the support of men who 
have a reputation for moderation." 
. In other words it is difficult to con- 
vince the electorate that Lloyd George 
is a dangerous Socialist while men 
like vSir Edward Grey, W. Haldano and 
Premier Asqulth remain at !!'•". side. 

Lust night K, Smith carried union- 
ism Into Lloyd George's own constitu- 
ency Carnarvon, In support of Lloyd 
George's opponent, H. L\ Vincent, with 
the ' Inevitable result of disorderly 
scenes. The Unionists had taken un- 
usual precautions. A strong body of 
three hundred local stewards had been 
organized, supplemented by strong 
drafts from among the Unionist quar- 
rymen employed at Lord Penryn's 
quarries at Bethesda, and the still 
larger quarries of Ashton Smith at 
Llauberis. Amid great interruption and 
frequent hubbub, Mr. Smith showed 
how under free trade Carnarvon had 
lost Its once flourishing slate shipping 
and iron trades. When finally his 
voice gave way and he had to resume 
his seat, he announced himself willing 
to answer any written questions. 

Charles E. Hobhouse, parliamentary 
under secretary for India, speaking at 
East Bristol, said that it had been the 
experience of all nations that had tried 
protection that the consumer and not 
the foreigner had to pay. The Lib- 
eral alternative was tho budget. Tho 
Liberals hoped for a free trade policy 
to attract to the country as much capi- 
tal as possible, and when it is in full 
working order they would take from it 
toll according to the wealth It produced 
and the convenience it afforded to the 
public.

It was a serious charge, 
but he was going to suggest that the 
promise that the foreigner would pay 
their taxes v as made by men who knew 
in substance that the inducement they 
wero holding out to the British work- 
ing classes was false. 

1'". E. Smith, at Landudno, declared 
that those who in the name of democ- 
racy were attacking the titled heredit- 
ary honors of peerages woru in a very 
difficult position, where they were face 
to face with tin- admitted fact that 
rich men in the Liberal party were 
falling over each other In an attempt 
to get into the Lords. 

Bonar Law, at Dulwlch, said Wins- 
ton Churchill wrote Ills manifesto un- 
der the Influence of a nightmare and 
read it when ho awoke. 

Lord Winchester ;,i Chrlstehurch, 
remarked that tho burning question 
at the election, If they were to be- 
lieve Mr, Churchill and Mr. Lloyd 



George, was the voto power of the 
House of Lords, but he found audi- 
ences on that question as cool as a 
cucumber. They had shown no en- 
thusiasm whatever , for the subject. 
Tho House ,of Lords had never refused 
to bow to the expressed will of tho 
people, and if it remained as at pres- 
ent constituted, it would never do such 
;i foolish thing. 

Sir Gilbert Parker, at Yalesbury, 
said that since Canada gave us prefer- 
ence Great Britain had doubled Its 
shipping with her, and last year Brit- 
ish workmen got nine millions in 
wagis out of the purchases of Canada. 

Through the death of Earl Percy, 
who was the candidate in South Ken- 
sington, the Conservatives have found 
themselves in a somewhat difficult pe- 
tition but another candidate will bo 
chosen immediately.

Heir to Dukedom of Northum- 
berland Falls Victim of 
Pneumonia 



LONDON, Dec. 30, — A sensation was 
caused today by the announcement of 
the death In Paris of Henry Algernon 
George, Earl Percy, eldest son of the 
Duke of Northumberland, and former- 
ly under-secretury of state for foreign 
affairs. A rumor spread that his death 
was due to wounds received In a duel 
with another Englishman, said to be 
caused by rivalry over a woman, but 
the formal announcement stales that 
pleurisy and pneumonia were the 
cause. 

The most Interesting utterances in 
A. J. Balfour's first speech since his 
recovery, delivered tonight at Had- 
dington, was his eioquent tribute to 
Earl Percy, by whose untimely death, 
he said, "not only the Unionist party 
but the nation sustained a great and, 
for a time, he feared an irreparable 
loss." The other Conservative speak- 
ers and all the Conservative papers 
are lamenting Earl Percy's d -ath as 
a serious blow to the cause, especially 
in the present campaign. Earl Percy, 
they declare, was one of the most 
promising and brilliant men on the 
Unionist side. 

The sudden demise of Earl Percy 
leaves the Conservatives without a 
candidate for South Kensington. His 
election address was in the hands of 
a printer, and the Earl had planned to 
open the campaign in his district next 
week. 

PARIS, Dec. 110.— Sir Francis Bertie, 
the British ambassador at Paris, vis- 
ited Earl Percy yesterday and found 
his condition so grave that he called 
in two English doctors for a consulta- 
tion. The condition of the Earl grew 
rapidly worse, inflammation of the 
pleural membrane producing Inflam- 
mation of tho lungs, and he died at 
4 : 15 o'clock this morning.

SEVERE COLD WAVE 

VISITING FLORIDA 



Fears of Sudden Thaw Doing 
Extensive Damage Along 
Ohio River 



NEW YORK, Dec. 30.— Three deaths, 
due to tho cold wave that hold the city 
In Its grasp, wero reported today. Two 
were unfortunate homeless men. They 
wero found frozen tonight, crouching in 
doorways where they bad sought shelter 
from tho cold. Tho third victim, u 
teamster, benumbed by tho cold, fell 
from his truck to Instant death beneath 
its wheels. The lowest point reached 
during tho day was Ave degrees above 
zero. 

Frost in Florida. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Doc. 30.— Flor- 
ida experienced the coldest weather that 
has visited this section In several 
years. The thermometer In Jackson- 
ville registered twenty degrees this 
morning, and freezing temperatures ex- 
tended Into the ornngo belt. It Is not 
believed, however, thut tho orange trees 
will bo damaged. 

TAMPA, Fla., Dec. 30. — At a late hour 
tonight General Manager Myron E. Gil- 
lette ,of the Florida Citrus Exchange', 
reported that the damage to South 
Florida from tho present cold wave Is 
confined entirely to tender plants, and 
that tho fruit will not suffer at all 
unless tho present cold spell is followed 
by additional cold weather, as was the 
case in the big freeze of 1834. The low- 
est temperature reported hero Is 27. 
Thaw May Do Damage. 

CINCINNATI, Doc. 31.— With a sud- 
den change the thermometer at 1 
o'clock this morning had risen to 22 
degrees above zero, a rise of 25 degrees 
in IS hours. With a thaw In sight anxi- 
ety is doubled In regard to the Immense- 
ly valuable shipping which is at present 
imbedded in leo In tho Ohio river. 



ROCK ISLAND INCIDENT 



General Expectation That Stock Ex- 
change Governors Will Take Dis- 
ciplinary Measures. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.— A brief ses- 
sion of the governors of the stock ex- 
change wus held this afternoon to re- 
ceive the report of the committee of 
three appointed to inquire into the cir- 
cumstances attending the purchases 
and sales of Rock Island common on 
Monday morning, when <bn stock ad- 
vanced amid much excitement from 
00% to SI and as suddenly receded 
again. 

The special committee has taken the 
testimony of a number of brokers, has 
examined tho books of various mem- 
bers and has listened to complaints 
from outsiders who were more or les3 
affected by Rock Island's gyrations. Its 
findings were submitted to the gover- 
nors and the subject matter of the r» ■ 
port will be acted upon by the govern- 
ing committee on January 12. 

Although the strictest reserve is be- 
ing maintained by the committee and 
the governors, it 'is generally believed 
that tho closing of the Rock Island 
incident will be accompanied by dis- 
ciplinary measures.

CANAD A AND EMPIRE 

Editor Willison Speaks on Canadian 
Sentiment at Empire Club 
Luncheon. 

LONDON. Dec. 30.— The British 
Empire club held Its inaugural today 
with ;i luncheon at which many pro- 
minent person's were present, This 
function opened the club, which was 
formed to provide a home for officials 
and leading residents oi different 
parts "of tho Empire while they were in 
London. Tho committee of the club 
includes Lord Strathcona, High Com- 
missioner of Canada In England, Earl 
Onslow, and Lords Blythe anil Brassey. 

J. SB. Willison, editor of the Toronto 
News, acknowledged tho toast to the 
Press. He said that Great Britain 
need not be anxious about Canada. 
"We on the other side," he said, "are 
tjot anxious on account of Great Bri- 
tain." 

No one, ho continued, thought that 
Great Britain was a dying country, 
and while Canada had been slow to 
move, she would do her duty to the 
Empire, not only in her loyalty to it 
but to the defense of Its integrity. 

"Wo in Canada," continued Mr. Wil- 
lison, "refuse to believe that there is 
In this British island any feeling of 
hostility to the colonies, or that there 
is any party with which the Interests 
of the Empire with which the interests 
cure." 

Mr. Willison further declared he be- 
lieved that as the years went on there 
would develop a great imperial coun- 
cil In which every over-seas Domin- 
ion would be represented. 




Quarry Trouble Not Settled 
BARRE, Vermont, Dec. 30.— A propo- 
sition submitted by the granite cut- 
ters' union to a committee of tho 
Barre granite manufacturers associa- 
tion, in an endeavor to settle the 
labor trouble In the quarries,' was re- 
jected by the manufacturers' commit- 
tee today. Tho details of the proposal 
were not made public. 

Cotton Damaged by Fire 

GALVESTON, Tex., Dec. 30.— Fire 
here today destroyed the north com- 
partment of one of the concrete 
wharves on pier number 12, causing 
damage estimated at $100,000. The 
principal loss Is on cotton awaiting 
shipment to Liverpool. About 2,S00 
hales of cotton was damaged to prob- 
ably one-third of Its value. All the 
'losses are. covered by Insurance.

LONDON. Dec. 30.— Among the 
Anglo-Canadian incidents of the elec- 
tion fight must be counted the per- 
sonal conflict in Battersea between 
John Burns and his Canadian oppon- 
ent, Shirley Conn. Concluding his 
speech last night, Mr. Bonn said he 
had desired to confine the conduct 
of the election to broad principles, but 
his opponent had introduced person- 
alities. Mr. Burns had said: "I don't 
go to linnet shows or shove-a-penny 
shows. I don't tell fairy tales to boozy 
tariff reformers." He (Bonn) had 
been to canary shows and cricket 
matches, and he was prepared to 
leave It to the electors to say whether 
they preferred their member to take 
part In the life of tho district or to 
absolutely Ignore the borough, as tho 
present member had done.

Joseph Chamberlain Issues 
Very Stirring Election 
Manifesto 



SEVERE COMMENT 

ON LIBERAL BUDGET 



Concise Summing Up of Issues 
He Believes to Be In- 
volved 



LONDON, Dec. 30.— Joseph Cham- 
berlain, permanently crippled though 
he Is, is the most aggressive fighter 
on the Unionist side. His address to 
t.ie "West Birmingham electors has 
awakened general Unionist enthusi- 
asm, especially his concise enunciation 
of the issues. He says: 

"X cannot think the Budget will se- 
cure your support, us it taxes un- 
equally men of equal n ians and 
lluowa the whole burden of taxation 
on our own people, without even at- 
tempting to secure any contribution 
from foreigners. 1 believe its effects 
will bo to lessen tho amount of em- 
ployment and thereby aggravate the 
distress already so bitterly fell." 

.Mr. Chamberlain maintains that tho 
Lords did not go beyond their duty in 
rejecting the Budget, and believes the 
time Is ripe for tariff reform, because 
"we now have an opportunity of se- 
curing more largely the trade of our 
sister states, and our colonies are will- 
ing to meet us if we consent to a re- 
ciprocal system equally advantageous 
to them and us." 

He also declares that the present 
government in continuing free trade, 
is actuated by prejudice alone. "If 
we throw away this opportunity, I do 
not think any other will come to us. 
We shall have lost altogether the 
chance which is now ours." The great 
protagonist of fiscal reform also urges 
the danger of home rule, and declares 
that the present naval preparations 
are Insufficient. 

In his reference to home rule for 
Ireland, .Mr. Chamberlain contends 
that it Is undoubtedly a danger to this 
country, all the greater as we aro now 
threatened by foreign nntlons as we 
have never been before. He describes 
home rule as the gravest danger to 
which the United Kingdom has ever 
in its history been exposed. 

The government in advocating home 
rule, he declares, is instigated only by 
the wish to capture Irish votes, and 
concludes by declaring that so great, 
so urgent is the danger thut even if 
it stood alone every person who 
cares for the British name ought onco 
more to render conspiracy impossible. 

Mr. Chamberlain thus sums up the 
issues: 

"You will decide whether you will 
be governed by one chamber- or two; 
whether you wish to destroy the union 
of this kingdom, or retain it; whether 
you wish the national defences 
strengthened or neglected; whether 
you wish agriculture and industry de- 
veloped and employment extended, or 
capital and enterprise dlscOui'iguil. 
unemployment aggravated, and dis- 
tress increased. Last, but not least, 
you will decide whether you accept or 
reject the Invitation of our kinsmen 
across the seas to join with them In 
promoting our mutual trade and com- 
mon power by the adoption of a pol- 
icy of Imperial preference."

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The ratepayers of the city will he 
given an opportunity at the forthcom- 
ing civic election to say whether there 
shall be a modern and thoroughly com- 
modious theatre In Victoria commen- 
surate with the city's needs. As a re- 
sult of a conference between the city 
.council and the theatre committee'; of 
the board of trade, which latter body 
has been working hard for the past 
fow months to further the project, a 
bylaw was last night put through its 
various stages and all that now re- 
mains is for the ratepayers to signify 
their approval. 

At last. Monday night's' meeting of 
tho council a bylaw was submitted in- 
corporating the terms of an agreement 
which it was proposed to make be- 
tween the city and the company to be. 
formed to be known as the People's 
Opera House company. Under the ar- 
rangement us set forth in that bylaw 
the city was to grant a site on tho 
northeast corner of Douglas and Hum- 
boldt streets, at the rear of the Em- 
press hotel, where the city has ex- 
tensive holdings. This site would have 
a frontage of ^00 feet on either street. 
The gentlemen behind the theatre en- 
terprise undertook to form a company. 
The Peoples' Theatre Opera House 
company, and to erect a building to 
cost $100,000 within a certain time. 
Provision was also made tor the use of 
the' building for public meetings, and 
a supervision by the city over tho 
charges to be made for such meetings 
was provided for. 

Held Over 
■ This measure aroused considerable 
discussion in council, some of tho al- 
dermen claiming that if the city gave 
a site it should either get a return in 
the shape of an equal value of stook in 
the enterprise or an adequate annual 
rental should be received. J.rt the face 
of these objections the 'measure was 
laid over, until last night's special 
meeting when another measure was 
submitted which agrees to give the 
city stock to the amount of the arbi- 
trated value of tho site, allow tho 
council representation on the board of 
directors of the proposed theatre com- 
pany in proportion to the amount of 
stock held by the city and the city 
will grant exemption from taxation, 
except with respect to water and 
lighting rates, until such time as the 
building ceases to be used for a 
theatre. 

The theate committee of the board 
of trade, consisting of Simon LolsdV. 
chairman of the hoard, J. A. Say ward, 
Charles Hayward, E. B. Pemherton, J. 
H. McGregor, E. M. Rattcnbuvy and K. 
Elworthv. waited upon the council and 
explained just where tho board stands 
In the matter. ' 

• • Last Proposition 

Mr. Leiser, In the course of his re- 
marks, made it quite plain that it Is 
Impossible to nia'te any other propo- 



sition to the city,, that not a member 
of the board expected or wished to 
wished to make a cent out of the 
project but merely to give Victoria 
what It needs very badly, an up-to- 
date theatre and unless the ratepay- 
ers would exempt the proposition tia 
set forth in the new by-law to he con- 
sidered It "would end the matter and 
no further attempt would ho made to 
raise tho additional $50,000 still re- 
quired. 

Mr. Leiser said the council, judging 
from the discussion last Monday night, 
wanted some changes In the by-law 
and at a meeting held yesterday morn- 
ing the board of trade committee hud 
considered the matter and .their prop- 
osition was contained in tho new by- 
law submitted. The idea .was to form 
a company and issue stock, all com- 
mon aiid none preferred. A value 
would be, arrived at by arbitration, 
of the site asked for from the city 
and stock to that amount would be 
given the city In tho People's, Opera 
House company. The city should not 
tux the property during the time it ' 
was used for theatrical purposes. The 
new building would cost ?100,000, to- j 
wards which $50,000 has already been 1 
contributed by railway companies and 
others. It was expected to get $0,000 
from the R. (J. Electric company and 
the balance must be still collected. In 
the first by-law it was provided that 
work should start within three months . 
after the measure v/as ratified by the ! 
people but owing to the hard work ! 
which will have to bo done the com- i 
mlttee suggested that this be changed 
to four months. It was expected to 
have the theatre completed by Jan- 
uary 1, 1911. Mr. Leiser had every 
confidence that the balance, of the 
amount , required would be raised 
though It might bo necessary to go to 
the railway companies for more. The 
committee had expected the city to 
contribute at least J25.000. Many 
other cities would have done so, but 
the committee knew the city would not 
give It. 

Theatre Needed 

Mr. Leiser spoke at length on the 
necessity of a good theatre here and 
referred to the growth of the city and 
the manner in which the railway com- 
panies are improving Victoria by such 
hotels as the Empress which attracts 
so many tourists this way. It would 
be a pity if there were no adequate 
place of amusement. It would be a 
great advertisement for tho city and 
would enhance the value of the bal- 
ance of the city's property. The peo- 
ple connected with the project are all 
men of standing and the city's inter- 
ests would be well looked after. 

Mr. Leiser stated that there was no 
Intention, should the full amount of 
the balance of $50,000 not be raised, to 
mortgage the theatre. The site and 
building would be free of debt though 
It might be that after completion It 
would be found that money would be 
required for Interior furnishings when, 
perhaps, a mortgage would be put on 
the property. 

,r. H. McGregor pointed oat that some 
of the subscriptions bad been given on 
the understanding that the full amount 
of $100,000 should bo raised. 

A Time Limit. 

To Alderman Stewart, who pointed 
out that there should be some limit 
to the time for which freedom from 
taxation would be granted, Mr. Leiser 
said tho exemption would terminate 
when the building ceased to bu used for 
a theatre.' .. . 

Alderman .Turner urged that the city 
Id have representation on the board

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CANADIAN "LOYALTY."' 

Every now and then some one writes 
to on English paper about Canadian 
-loyalty." It would bo interesting to 
know what such people think they 
mean. If it Is that sentiment which 
the people of the Dominion feel to- 
• wards the Mother Country and tho 
Empire at large, well and good; but 
the connection In which it is generally 
employed conveys the idea that, in 
some unexplained way, Canada stands 
in a position of inferiority within the 
Empire. If by loyalty allegiance to 
tho British Crown as the representa- 
tive of tln> British people and British 
institutions everywhere is meant. Wft 
have no fault to find with references 
to it, except that we suppose it might 
lie taken for granted that all Cana- 
dians are loyal in this sense. If by It 
we are to understand that broader pa- 
triotism, which includes within Its 
scope the whole Empire, we think this 
has been demonstrated often enough 
to leave no room for doubt that it Is 
one of the most potent, factors in the 
Canadian character. 

Certain people have shown a dispo- 
sition to trade upon what they call 
Canadian loyalty for their own poli- 
tical purposes. We have lately been 
told by the Toronto correspondent of 
the linndon Times that the price of 
Canadian loyalty is a tax in the United 
Kingdom upon bread-stuffs imported 
from foreign countries and a prefer- 
ence In favor of those articles, when 
grown In the Dominion. Against this 
abominable heresy we enter the strong- 
est protest of ''which we are capable. 
It is a gross, scandalous and deliberate 
libel upon the people of the Dominion, 
uttered for the purpose of influencing 
the British electorate. If it were true, 
we can easily sec bow the British con-:, 
sumer might employ, towards us tho 
language used by Tennyson when lie 
condemned the Little Englanders: 



"So loyal is too costly. 
"Friends, your love is but a hurden, 
"Loose yourself and go." 

We have no intention of engaging in 
a discussion as to whether under a 
system of protection the foreign pro- 
ducer or the domestic consumer pays 
the tax; we are not going to trouble 
ourselves with endeavoring to deter- 
mine whether or not the price of bread 
would be increased by a duty on bread- 
stuffs coupled with a colonial prefer- 
ence. Our protest is against the cheap 
conception of the attitude of Canadians 
towards the British Empire, which al- 
leges that it depends upon the price of 
a bushel of wheat in the United King- 
dom. Increase the price a cent a 
bushel and wo will continue loyal: in- 
crease it two cents and we will be. more 
loyal; increase it three cents and we 
will be most loyal. 

We protest that Canadians are not 
traffickers in "loyalty." Their affec- 
tion for the Crown, the Flag, the Mother 
Land and the Empire is not to be 
bought by thi> addition of a cent or 
more to the price of their wheat. Their 
adherence to British institutions, their 
appreciation of British traditions, their 
^)ride in tin 1 great work of Empire- 
building do not depend upon the price 
the British people have to pay tor 
Canadian wheat. Let no one misunder- 
stand us as saying that a preference in 
the markets of the United Kingdom 
would not be of great value to Canada. 
No one would be so absurd as to sug- 
gest that it would not be! if there 
shall come a tine: when tin- people of 
the United Kingdom shall doom it to 
be in their interest to grant us such 
a preference, Canada will esteem .t as 
a great boon, and its effect upon our 
commercial and agricultural welfare 
will be profound. Hut tliis is a rich 
land. It possesses almost boundless 
possibilities. It is capable of produc- 
ing breadstuf fa as cheaply as any coun- 
try i" Hie world and can deliver them 
in the United Kingdom as cheaply as 
they can lie; brought there from any 
other country. Canada is not a land 
of paupers seeking to barter Its "loyal- 
ty" for an advantage in the wheat 
market. Its support to the Mother 
Country and the Empire does not have 
to be purchased out of the earnings of 
the workingmen of the British Isles. 

The only preference, which a true 
Canadian demands as the price of his 
"loyalty," is tin; esteem ami trust of 
his fellow Britishers in whatever part of 
the world they may live, a preference 
in the mother love of the Old Land, and 
we are proud to he able to say with 
confidence, based upon the deeds of 
the past, a preference in tho right to 
stand shoulder to shoulder witli the 
men of Britain in defence, of the Union 
Jack and all It stands for. 



was chosen by that constituency, as 
well as Quebec East, and decided to sit 
for the latter, takes the position that 
Canada should not think of building a 
navy of her own, hut should either 
give the 'British government a hattlo- 
ship or send over tho price of one. 
Against this, the Ottawa Journal, 
which is Independent in politics,, with 
somewhat of a Conservative leaning, 
enters a very strong prolest, In the 
course of which it summarizes tho ad- 
vantages Of the plan, to which Parlia- 
ment is committed, in the following 
paragraphs: 

A Canadian navy means continuous 
systematic naval finance, 

It means the spending of the naval 
money in our own country. 

It means tho establishment of ship- 
yards and naval training schools in 
Canada. 

It means the building of ships in 
this country, the employment of men 
In Canada, the purchase to a larger 
degree than otherwise of materials 
hero. 

It means the encouragement of other 
Canadian industries. 

It means a stimulus to some Ccnad- 
lan towns and cities. 

it means a new development of Na- 
tional self-effort and education. 

It means tho avoidance of possible 
causes of friction with England. If 
mistakes should be alleged in the use 
of the money appropriated for naval 
purposes, or criticism aroused, Eng- 
land will not be concerned'. 

This Is a strong presentation of a 
strong case. For ourselves, we have 
never been able to understand why the 
gift of a battleship could for a moment 
be considered as an equivalent for the 
beginning of a Canadian navy. As 
Earl Grey very graphically stated, the 
case: "the gift of a Dreadnought is a 
sop; the construction of a Canadian 
navy is a policy." Canada's share in 
Imperial defence should consist or 
something more than the present of a 
ship or the making of a cash contribu- 
tion now and then. We have either a 
definite place In the organization of 
Imperial defence or we aro outsiders. 
It seems to us to be the duty of 
Canada to accept a certain definite 
responsibility, that is not definite in 
the amount to be expended, but defin- 
ite in the object to be attained. Bet 
those who wish give battleships; let 
the Dominion give a battleship, if 
those who know what the needs of 
tile Admiralty are, think that such a 
gift ought to be made. But to stop 
at such a thing would, we submit, be 
to omit to recognize the duty of Can- 
ada as one of the component parts of 
the Empire; and one that is specially 
concerned in seeing that the pathways 
of the seas are made safe to British 
commerce.

REAL ESTATE SALES 

There Is a disposition on tile 
part of some of the real estate agents i 
to withhold from the public any news 
regarding sales. We appreciate the 
reason which prompts such a course, 
but think It is not wise. During the 
Klondyke rush most of the Victoria 
merchants refused to make public 
their sales to miners and others 
bound to the Yukon. The merchants 
of Seattle and Vancouver eagerly 
seized the chance ot making known 
what they were doing and in conse- 
quence all the world came to look 
upon them as outfitting points and 
Victoria was overlooked. Just now 
all the country Is watching real estate 
sales in the West. So great is the 
interest taken in their, that even the 
London papers publish such as are 
sent to them. All through the Prai- 
rie Provinces real estate sales are re- 
garded as an indication of tin; pros- 
perity of a city. It is not necessary 
to publish names or prices, but the 
publication of tho fact of sales having 
been made ought not to be regarded 
with disfavor by any one. Wo ask 
the real estate agents to think this 
over a little.

BRITISH EMIGRATION 



A CANADIAN NAVY. 

Mr. J. A. Ellis, who, as an Independ- 
ent, in contesting Ottawa at tho elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Sir Wilfrid Lauriiir, who 



Sir J. J. Thompson, president of the 
British Association, thinks that the 
.time. .has .come for the British.. govern- 
ment to take, steps. towards the settle-, 
ment in Canada of somo of the surplus 
population of the United Kingdom. 
His recent visit to the Dominion great- 
ly impressed him, lie saw a land of 
boundless opportunities, and yet of 
these the people of England are failing 
to secure what might be their share. 
He sees an objectional feature in the 
emigration from Continental Europe, 
wjllch has flowed so freely info the 
Prairie Provinces, and he says: "The 
attractions of that country are bring- 
ing in great crowds of people of every 
nationality — Americans, Russians, Ger- 
mans, Roumanians. Icelanders. You 
Way judge of the mixture of races, 
when in Winnipeg, I believe, forty- 
eight different languages are spoken. 
This western portion of "Canada is 
bound, in tlie future, to be a most im- 
portant part— the people there take it 
to be the most important part — of the 
British Empire. Although they have, 
by their system of education, a marvel- 
ous power of acclimatizing people, yet 
It is not to be expected that Russians, 
for example, can ever have that keen 
attachment to the Empire that people 
wlio arc not merely citizens by adop- 
tion, but citizens by birth, would have. 
Therefore, this question of emigration 
to our colonies is, I think, one of vital 
Importance to the future of our Em- 
pire." 

Those facts show how exceedingly 
desirable it was that oriental immigra- 
tion should h" restricted, for the great 
attractions of Camilla would, if Orien- 
tals had been admitted freely, have 
soon caused the country to be over- 
run by them. But tins is only by the 
way. What we wish to speak of today 
1:; the views of the distinguished gen- 
tit man above quoted on tin.' importance 
of bringing Englishmen to Canada. 

He .s,i\s (bat nothing can be more 
disastrous than to lake the unemployed 
off the streets ami pack them off to 
Canada. He admits that he did' not. 
realize until he eame to the Dominion 
how a life of poverty In a crowded city 
unfits a man for the robust career 
which he must follow in a new country. 
Therefore he urges that young people 
should be sent out, who can grow up 
accustomed to the ways of the Domin- 
ion, and for such he thinks, mid rightly 
so, the opportunities for bettering 
themselves are innumerable. He finds 
In the temperate habits of the, people 
of Canada one of the surest guarantees 
of the success of young Immigrants. 
He speaks very highly of the work 
done 'by the Barnardo homes, and says 
that they make the condition of the 
destitute children, with whom they 
ileal, better than that of those whose 
parents are able to support them in a 
humble way. 

This is an exceedingly important 
question. We need all the British 
blood In Canada that we can got, and 
it would undoubtedly he to the ad- 
vantage of all concerned, If an un- 
limited number of the boys and girls, 
to Whom life in the United Kingdom 
holds out Utile or no promise, could he 
brought to the Dominion and given a 
fair chance In this new ami prosperous 
laud.

My mother was an admir- 
able woman, a devoted wife and true 
helpmate, resembling Lady Salisbury, 
Mrs. Gladstone, Lady Campbell- Uun- 
nerjnan and other women who have 
tolled to aid their husbands, My 
father was more or less a pessimist and 
during the long postal reform agitation, 
her buoyant hopefulness and faith In 
her husband's plan never failed to 
cheer and encourage him to persevere. 
Years after when we children wore old 
enough to understand the position, our 
father would toll us of the debt lie 
owed to her. She worked hour after 
hour covering page after pagu with 
dictation for his pamphlets, and often 
left her bed at •! o'clock in the morn- 
ing to write. People who speale now 
of 'the father of penny postage' do not 
know as we children knew of its 
mother. 

Origin of Movement 

"All sorts of stories have been writ- 
ten, many very absurd, regarding the 
birth of Sir Rowland Hill's idea for 
cheap postage. Justin McCarthy is 
wrong in his . .ileilte, and Miss 
Martineau a Is . . y grandfather and 
grand mother, alt. •.nigh they came uf 
an old family, Wore poor as most peo- 
| pie were w hen England was recovering 
from the long war with France, and, 
, like other poor people, they found thu 
rates of postage excessive. People; 
dreaded the postman's knock then. My 
| grandfather and his sons talked often 
I of the expense of postage, and It was" in' 
consequence of thisrtalk that my father 
began to scheme for" reform, tho^'out- 
I t ome of "his efforts being the penny 
I postage. Ppstoffices have changed 
' since his day. 

| "There wc-rc: few families then who 

did not feel the postage a heavy item 
l in their expenditure. Soldiers and 
! travellers were as far removed from 
i their friends as polar explorers today, 
j It was tin- poor who suffered most, 
j When friends and relatives went away 
j under the then postal conditions they 
I w< re as dead; thov were cut off from 

relatives and frisnds as though gone 
j completely. The average British postal j stltution 
i charge for a letter was thirteen cents, from a - 
I Eight cents carried a letter but fifteen j nry to 
I miles. The general posts and local 
I posts were kept distinct with separate 

offices. The poor man had then to 
I pay as much often as a third 61 his 

wage for the day if he wished to send 
' a letter; and. as ran he Imagined, 
I letter-writing was cOnftnod to the 
j rich.

Cobden a Supporter 

"Cobden was one of my father's 
earliest supporters and the. free trad- 
ers fell heartily into the idea. In dis- 
cussing tin' postage matter my father 
always received the heartiest sympa- 
thy from his brothers. Matthew and 
Edwin, his two e! lot brothers, aided 
much. Edwin was clever and In- 
genious and when he was made super- 
visor of stamps at Somerset house in 
liMO ho- had a stamp made with the 
Blender's name on the rim, Matthew 
advised my father to draw up his plan 
in pamphlet form and submit it to the 
authorities. He worked out the cost 
of postal service and argued thai in- 
creased use would be beneficial. The 
custom of charging for mail matter by 
distance he opposed. The custom of 
the recipient paying was also altered 
in favor of prepayment, and stamps 
then came into use. The description 
of the stamp given then seems quaint 
today. It was: 'Perhaps this difficulty 
of making coin payments at a post 
office might lie obviated by using a bit 
of paper just large enough to bear 
the stamp and covered at the back with 
a glutinous wash, which by applying a 
little moisture, might be attached to 
the letter. 

The Fight for Reform 
"Change followed change and It was 
shown that a postage of a penny per 
half ounce would not only defray the 
cost uf the Utter postage but would 
provide 200 per cent profit. My father I 
originally proposed a penny the ounce; 
and ;);! years later, being then in re- 
tirement, he privately advised tho 
government of the day to revert to the 
ounce limit. His suggestion was 
adopted; but the limit haa since been 
brought up to four ounces — a reduction 
■which, had it been proposed in 1So7. 
would have Insured the defeat cf the 
postal reform. My father's pamphlet, 
•Postoffice Reform.' made no small seif- 
satiou when it was published. It was 
attacked and ridiculed by many, a 
writer in the Quarterly Review at- 
tacking the method of prepayment by 
stamp as being foreign to the habits 
of the people, and more, cheap post .age 
.was likely to make sedition easy. 
Matthew Hill, my father's brother, 
wrote a reply In the Edinburgh Re- 
view.. .The public took up tho question. 
Meetings weto held and within twelve 
months -.000 petitions were presented 
to parliament; the signatures reaching 
a (iuarter of a million. ' ■ <' • 

The. postoffice officials of the .day 
opposed -tho plan. The postmaster 
general declared it one of the most 
visionary and extraordinary schemes of 
which he had ever heard, and also 
stated that the correspondence would 
become too great Cor thu postoftico to 
handle. 

Street Boxes 

"Sir Rowland Hill also introduced 
street letter boxes. They were an in- 
iu France and on his return 
Isit there he urged the Treas- 
ury to adopt them, and the first was 
put up at Westminster Hall. There 
were 4,500 post offices in tin; United 
Kingdom before penny postage was 
Introduced and when my father died 
in 1 NT!) there were 13.000 and 12,000 
pillar and wall boxes. It was , on Jan- 
uary 10, ISiO, that tho uniform penny 
postage rate came into force and that 
day was a busy one for tile post of- 
fices. 

"The first man to post a letter un- 
der the new system was Samuel Lines, 
of Birmingham, my fathers drawing 
master.

Eccentric Geniuses Who Fain 
Would Come to the Pa- : 
cific Province 



The marked attention that British 
Columbia is commanding among in- 
tended settlers in Canada is signifi- 
cantly indicated In the very rapid 
growth of late of the burden of In- 
quiries received and disposed of, at 
the provincial bureau of information, 
In past years the volume of Such cor- 
respondence lias very considerably 
fallen away during th» winter months, 
inquiries being most active during the 
spring and summer. This winter, how- 
ever, the spring and summer average 
is steadily maintained, about forty let- 
ters per day being dealt with, In al- 
most every case either general or 
specific literature Is asked for and im- 
mediately supplied, while in a very 
largo number of cases correspondence 
is necessitated that extends into every 
domain of agricultural or industrial 
activity. 

Forty letters a day does not seem 
especially alarming, but forty letters 
a day means an average of 12,000 in- 
quiries per annum. And this is under 
the heading of "new Business" only! 

All Shifting Sands. 

As Illustrating the variety and some 
of the eccentricities of the bureau cor- 
respondence, a few samples out of 
yesterday's letter bag are Interesting. 
The first comes from Wilson Creek, 
Wash., and shows to what extremes in 
caution some intending settlers are 
prone to go — this one finding the con- 
ditions In the Queen Charlottes just 
what lie. lias been looking for, but for 
his dread or the prevailing winds pick- 
ing up the sand from along the coast- 
line and converting the otherwise 
promising island into a northern Sa- 
hara! He writes: 

"Your letter of the ISth to hand, and 
also Bulletin 22, maps and G. T. P. 
pamphlets, for which I desire to ex- 
press my thanks. Looking over the 
bulletin I found quite a description of 
Graham Island and it is my intention 
to look over tills island before going 
up the Skeena River. I hardly think 
that I could find a place that will suit 
me better In regard to climate, loca- 
tion, etc., and I think the island has a 
great future before It. There is only 
one thing that I am afraid of, and that 
Is that the sand from the seashore may 
at some time blow over the Island and 
make, it a waste. Please lie kind 
enough to give me your opinion on 
this matter. Of course the timber keeps 
the sand from drifting, but will not 
most of the timber through the east- 
ern part of the island be cut down at 
some time," etc. 

The phantom danger that confronts 
the writer does not appear so ex- 
travagantly ridiculous when one reads 
further that in the part of Washing- 
ton' from Which; he writes, "since the 
sage brush has been removed and the 
hind brought to a high state of cul- 
tivation, the sand lias started to blow) 
in and has ruined whole townships." 

The officers of the department will 
write and tell him that they do not 
anticipate that the dust nuisance will 
obliterate Graham Island for some 
years to come. 

Another letter hears the dateline of 
Hay Springs, Neb., the writer being 
(by the letterhead) director of the ex- 
perimental farm station, a notary pub- 
lic and justice of the peace, a survey- 
or, and a member of the state horti-- 
cural society, the national geographi- 
cal society, the national forestry as- 
sociation, the national rifle association, 
and other bodies. 

Socks Change of Air. 

"I have an idea to go to British Co- 
lumbia," lie writes, "to build up.a new 
home for myself and my family of six 
children. I have a good place here but 
am disgusted with the American style 
of government — its graft, incompetency 
and general wnrthlessness.

C. L. Hprrison Appointed Acting Pub- 
lic Prosocutor — Addition to 

Dotcctive Force. / 



At a meeting of the provincial ex- 
ecutive yesterday afternoon, tho resig- 
nation cf George Christie Tunstall, for 
many 'years government agent, gold 
commissioner, stipendiary magistrate 
etc., at Kamloops, was accepted, this 
valuable and veteran official retiring 
upon superannuation, and being suc- 
ceeded In the natural order of promo- 
tion by E. T, W. Pearse. The latter 
will, like his predecessor, combine 12 
; .public .offices In his official capacities, 
included being those of government 
agent, mining recorder, stipendiary 
magistrate, gold commissioner, assist- 
ant commissioner of lands, registrar of 
lands, registrar of voters, registrar un- 
der tlio Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
Act, etc., etc. Mr. Fisher, in his turn, 
is promoted to be mining recorder. 

As foreshadowed some days ago, the 
resignation was accepted of J. K. 
Worsfold, provincial assessor, who also 
retnres upon superannuation. It is 
probable that this official will bo suc- 
ceeded by E. E. Leasqn, of Victoria, 
who, temporarily at least, will dis- 
charge the duties of the office. 
Names But One. 

It has been decided for the present 
to name but one additional inspector 
of steam boilers, the choice falling 
upon P. A. Goepel, of Nelson, who will 
assume the duties or his new position 
as from the first of the year, making 
his headquarters in Vancouver. The 
salary provided for this office is $110 
per month, but recommendations have 
been made by the Civil Service grad- 
ing commission in the direction of an 
increase, which will doubtless Do acted 
upon. 

During yesterday morning an influ- 
ential deputation from Mission Junc- 
tion waited upon Hon. Thomas Taylor, 
Minister of Public Works, In respect to 
the early completion of the Dewdney 
Trunk road upon the lines of tho old 
survey, from Pitt river to Stave river 
and lake. This deputation was head- 
ed by W. J. Hanson, member-elect for 
Dewdney, and also General Manager 
Hayward and Chief Engineer Bonny- 
castle, of the Western Power company, 
having its industrial headquarters at 
Stave lake. From Pitt river the road 
is already sufficiently completed to be 
freely utilized for general traffic as far 
as Webster's Corners, and, after the 
interview, the decision was readied by 
the government to complete the road 
from Webster's Corners to Stave river 
without delay, the distance being about 
six and a half miles, and through con- 
nection between Pitt river and Stave 
lake will be thus secured. Of the 
Webster's Corners-Stave river section, 
the government will build four and a 
hall miles and the Western Power 
company the remainder, the total cost 
of the work Involved .being estimated 
at 'Xrom $25,000 to $2S,000. .The entire 
extension.' will be under the personal 
supervision of Road Superintendent 
Sprott, of Dewdney district. 

Report of Commission. 

Tiie final report of the' Forestry 
commission, which, during the late 
summer held sittings at various cen- 
tres throughout British Columbia, In- 
vestigating all conditions in respect to 
the forest resources arid the timber 
trade, has been transmitted to His 
Honor Lieutenant-Governor Patcrson, 
and will be laid before the legislature 
at Its assembling. The commission, 
consisting of A. S. Goodeve, M. P., Fred 
J. Fulton, K. C, chairman, and A. C. 
Flumorfelt, has gone, exhaustively into 
tiie question of forest conservation, re- 
planting, timber tenures, protection 
from fire loss, and all related features 
of the important subject, and tho re- 
commendations contained in the re- 
port will form the basis of advanced 
legislation to bo laid before the house 
during the approaching session.

Many women 011 this continent have 
wondered just what ure the grievances 
which have roused tlio passions of the 
British suffragette's to sueli a degree 
of fever heat. 

In un article entitled "Then and 
Now," in the lust number Of the Nine- 
teenth Century, Airs. Frederick Harri- 
son gives a review of the whole Fem- 
inist movement. 

In tlie course of tills, the chief 
grievances of the militant advocates 
of votes for women are met and an- 
swered. 

. The writer acknowledges that the 
world owes much to the work done by 
the advocates of woman suffrage In 
the forty years which preceded the 
commencement of the present cam- 
paign when the Liberals took office 
in 1005. She says: 

"in 190. r i the Feminist movement 
stood with considerable achievements 
behind it. The older suffragettes had 
realized that before any real progress 
could be made women must have an 
education, and the middle-class wo- 
men had no education worthy of the 
name, it is not too much to say that 
the movement which gave us high 
schools for girls and built and en- 
dowed colleges for women was Initi- 
ated and guided by women who de- 
sired the vote, The establishment or 
high schools was a great boon to a 
large class of women, who found it 
Impossible to get an adequate educa- 
tion for their daughters owing to the 
cost of good girls' schools and the still 
greater cost Of private teaching at 
home, while the Utopia colleges for 
women were but a dream. It is not 
to bo supposed that all the women 
who worked for these great schemes 
were suffragists: it may be claimed 
that the pioneers and leaders belonged 
to thi- movement, it was a great work 
and women may be grateful for what 
was then given to them. • * * The 
high school is apt to tail In giving 
the foundations of a true culture, just ; 
as the manners of the pupils are too j 
often selfish, rough and crude. Wu 
fear that the high-school girl is often I 
anything but a comfort and help lb i 
her mother at home. In this respect; 
we may count loss ami not gain. 

"Tin' Opportunities thrown open to 
women in college life have been nobly 
responded to by them, lor they have 1 
shown that they can reach the highest 
academic honors. Women's college I 
education has had great results in I 
providing the country with admirable! 
tutors, teachers and professional wo- j 
men. • * • 

"The effect of this improved educa- 
tion was almost Immediately appar- i 
ent. Women began to be ashamed of 
amateur, careless work. The average] 
of all wojncn'8 work was raised; wo-' 
men relt themselves able to carry 
through onerous duties, as educational, 
poor-law and sanitary Inspectors, and 
in many other directions. Their work 
was valuable for the special womanly 
finalities they brought to it — the fem- 
inine gifts of quick sympathy, Intui- 
tion and attention to details. None 
can doubt that the community has 
gained by their labors — and this, 
again, must be credited indirectly to 
the efforts of the older suffragists — 
though the need to find employment 
and to qualify for employment was an 
important ('actor In the situation." 



"In a sense that Is true, hut have 
not men been exploited by men? Are 
they not still so exploited? Was there 
ever a worse case of exploitation than 
the Industrial conditions under which 
little children were brought up from 
workhouses to toil In mines and fac- 
tories at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century? Women nave not es- 
caped exploitation, but they have not 
been so treated because they are wo- 
men. If they have suffered more It 
Is that they are weaker in bodily 
health and strength, that their work 
is as a rule not so valuable as the 
work of men, that they enter the in- 
dustrial field with an eye always on 
matrimony to escape from work. The 
horrible chaos* into which modern in- 
dustry has fallen, lias affected all 
workers alike; it is the great Euro- 
pean problem before all the countries 
of the Wesi. The ease of the un- 
happy widow loft alone with young 
children, who has to return to dally 
toll after jears spent In her own 
home, and can only find employment 
at the lowest form of Industry and at 
the lowest wage, lb perhaps the most 
pitiful. We have heartily welcomed 
old age perilois, but we have Vme- 
tlmes thought it would have been 
better .to begin hy giving pensions to 
all widows with Vulirg children, and 
to alt women of sixty. It would have 
been a punllc ,ipUr..jvvltdgment of the 
debt the country owes tc wives and 
mothers. But we consider it grossly 
unfair to suggest that men have 
sought of deliberate purpose to exploit 
women."

II. They consider the law is unfair 
and unjust to women. 

"Now that, by the women's charter 
of 1SS::, women' have entire control of 
their own property, to use and to leave 
behind them, that special question is 
disposedJof. Any readjustment of the 
law would probably level up women's 
responsibilities to man's, as in the ease 
of breach of promise damages, liabil- 
ity for children's expenses, liability to 
contribute to husband's support, cruel- 
t> to husband, liability for penalty In 
libel eases, liability lor expenses of 
divorce actions, and in many other 
cases. Any impartial person must 
agree that the law leans on the side 
of indulgences to women — as to pun- 
ishments Inflicted on them, as to the 
general weight of responsibility, which 
is laid on th« man rather than the 
woman."

to a degree requiring elaborate methods 
of treatment. . Where a mine is pro- 
ducing a hundred tons or more a day 
of dirt tho hand jig is Inadequate. 

Smelter Treatment 

The treatment Is siinllur to the 
treatment for .blonde, and in a very 
few of the Joplin district mines the two 
minerals aro so closely associated that 
they are separated only with difficulty. 

Where silicates and carbonates pre- 
dominate, there in, as a rule, a notice- 
able absence of water, .indicating the 
erosion of the former sulphide occurred 
ages ago. The chemical action of tho 
waters and of tho elements, in re- 
moving the surrounding earth and 
leaving the ore bodies higher and ex- 
posed, created a condition which re- 
sulted in tho decomposition of tho sul- 
phide particles; this Is the theory of 
scientists who haye studied local con- 
ditions. 

The high price for zinc ores, both 
blendes and oxidised ores at this time, 
has restored to silicate mining the 
activity that had for some timu been 
lacking. The largest silicate producing 
camps are Granby, Duenweg, Aurora, 
Sarcoxie and Spring City. Joplin, 
Galena and Seneca produce small 
amounts of this ore. The average 
weekly production from the entire dis- 
trict is more than 1,000,000 pounds, 
with a valuation of $12,500. The ton- 
nage is about one- tenth of that of 
blended and only slightly less than that 
of lead.

A Worthy Officer 

Recently Mr. John Stevenson Brown, 
of Montreal, resigned the treasurershlp 
of the Canadian Alining Institute, an 
office which he had held for' more 
than ten years. The occasion was sig- 
nalized by a banquet and the presenta- 
tion of a valuable souvenir upon which 
might well have been Inscribed, "To 
a Faithful Sorvarit," 

Mr. Brown wars an old-time member 
of the Quebec Mining Association and 
soon after the federation of all tho 
provincial branches into the Canadian 
Mining Institute ho. was appointed 
treasurer.' I .think the credit for his 
nomination belonged' to the late Mr. 
33. T. j A.I Bell. In any . event the. sec- 
retary and treasurer worked shoulder 
to shoulder for the success of the In- 
stitute, and although they did not al- 
ways | see eye to eye, even Mr. Bell 
admitted that the 'Institute' had ' no 
warmer friend, or more loyal servant 
than Mr.- Brown. 

Those were the days of financial 
stringency when the secretary' was at 
Ills wits' end to keep the treasurer 
suppliod-with funds, and the latter of- 
ficial, often beyond his wits' ends tu, 
meet; the Insatiable demands of the 
secretary. Mr. Brown's conservative 
methods and financial ability enabled 
him to tide over this period, and when, 
ultimately the various provinces (al- 
ways excepting British Columbia) 
came down with a handsome subsidy, 
the lean years passed and a period of 
comparative plenty followed. 

Ten years is a long time for one man 
to discharge the very onerous duties 
of treasurer to an institution, which 
covers the whole of the Dominion, and 
no one can blame Mr. Brown for wish- 
ing to hand over the reins of office. 
He does so at a time when tile Insti- 
tue is flourishing and in funds, and | 
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iter but cash returns less. The 
value of cement sold In 190S was $3,709- 
139; average price per barrel, $1.39;

Electric Smelting 

As long ago as 1933 the attention of 
the Canadian government was direct- 
ed to the subject of electric smelting. 
Dr. Haanel, the head of the mining de- 
partment at Ottawa, was sent to 
Sweden to make a careful Investiga- 
tion of the Heroult system, which had 
been in successful operation there for 
some years. The result was the pub- 
lication of an extremely interesting 
bulletin, In which Dr. Haanel demon- 
strated the applicability of the system 
to the smelting of Iron ores, where the 
unit desired was a small one. He 
showed that the smallest economic unit 
was 11,000 tons a year, and that the 
system could be adopted with advan- 
tage in the West, where water power 
was available, and where the market 
conditions might not for some time to 
come justify the establishment of a 
large smelling plant, where the ores 
are reducod by- fuel. Any information 
bearing on this subject is. of special 
Importance to Victoria and Vancouver 
Island, and it may be therefore profita- 
ble to recall the present position of 
electric smelting in Sweden. 

Electric Smelting in Sweden 

On the whole there Is not much at 
present to add to what has already 
been published concerning the molting 
of steel by use of the electric current. 
Many types of furnace have been 
evolved and constructed— the Herohit, 
Kjellln, Stassano, Girod, Rdchllng- 
Rodenhauser and others. It is also well 
known that furnaces up to a capacity 
of 15 tons have been built for making 
special steel with good commercial re- 
sults. For making sleel of ordinary 
quality the electric method still seems 
to be too expensive, even where cheap 
water power Is available. 

At Gysinge, one of the works belong- 
ing to the Stnrn Kopparbergs Bergslag, 
there Is one Kjellln induction furnace 
with a capacity of two tons, but as 
this is working as a Talbot furnace, 
not more than one ton at a time is 
tapped. 

Continuous Current 

The continuous current used in this 
furnace represents about 200 kilowatts', 
and tho output in 300 days amounts to 
about 1,200 tons of ingots, using 50 per 
cent pig and 50 per cent scrap. As 
no oilier pig iron is used except the 
famous Dannemora brand made by the 
firm, which, as everybody knows, is ex- 
tremely low In phosphorus and sul- 
phur, the process can hardly be called

had to contend with years ago. 

Whilst mining men aro always ap- 
preciative they are not notably dem- 
onstrative and the tendering of a ban- 
quet to Mr. Brown may be taken to 
Indicate a very high estimate of the 
value of his services and of his per- 
sonal character. The many Victorians 
who had the pleasure of meeting him 
when he was in Victoria last year 
will readily understand the action of 
his confreres. Mr. Brown Is still In 
the prime of life and li; is stilt in 
order to wish him long life and hap- 
piness. 

The Mining of Oxidized Zinc Ores 

Oxidized zinc ores in Southwestern 
Missouri, occurring at shallow levels 
from the grass roots down to 100 
feet, are mined under the common 
name of silicate, though much carbon- 
ate is produced. 

Until recently the silicate industry 
has played so insignificant a part In 
the lead and zinc mining operations 
of the Joplin district, embracing 
Southwestern Missouri, Northeastern 
Oklahoma and Southeastern Kansas, 
that comparatively little attention 
was paid to It. ' by operators who 
wished to mine on an' extensive scale. 
As a result extensive development of 
this class of mines was not encour- 
aged. 

Gradually the mining of silicate is 
growing to be recognized as an indus- 
try with an inconceivable future, and 
more capital is being invested in this 
department of local operations. Con- 
centrating plants; modern and thor- 
oughly equipped, are talcing the place 
of old hand jig outfits with which 
much of the silicate dressing had been 
accomplished, 

Some of the California deposits are 
quite thick. Incorrectly the word 
calamine is used to ineiude both sili- 
cate and carbonate ores, and In tho 
recent zinc ore turiff controversy, 
which rosultedain a graduated senle of 
1 cent per pound being placed on im- 
portations of zinc ore, the word cala- 
mine Is construed to cover both the 
silicates and carbonates which abound 
In the Mexican' mines and which con- 
stituted the bulk of the zinc ore com- 
ing into the United States. Authori- 
ties declare calamine to be only a 
Silicate ore and a separate and dis- 
tinct mineral from the carbonate. The 
former Is a decomposition product of 
zinc sulphide, in which the predomi- 
nating foreign element is silica. Its 
composition when pure, is silica, 25; 
zinc oxide, 07.5; water, 7.5; being tho- 
oretically pure; with a percentage of 
54 metallic zinc. 

Carbonate of Zinc

A motor lifeboat, a duplicate of that 
Which drifted last February from the 
station at Banfield creelc to bo 
wrecked .on Robbers Island, Is on the 
way from the factory of the American 
builders at Bayonne, New Jersoy, and 
will be stationed at Banfield. The In- 
tention is for the same crew to oper- 
ate the boats at Banfield and Pachena, 
and to work on the trail built between 
Pachena and Banfield. Besides the 
motor lifeboat to be brought out and 
the surf lifeboat at Pachena the life- 
savers will have two Lysle puns for 
throwing of lines to wrecks and the 
usual board of trade equipment.

Surf lifeboats will also be operated 
from Ucluelet and Clayoquot and 
crews have boon selected from resi- 
dents of those places.

Finding of Admiralty in Case of the 
Sardinia 



The terrible catastrophe which over- 
took the Ellerrrian line steamer Sar- 
dinia off Malta last year, when 100 
lives were lost, including SI Moors, was 
inquired into by the admiralty court 
recently. 

It was a second Inquiry, a previous 
one having been held at -Malta, and the 
evidence tended to show that tile fire 
originated in a cigarette end which fell 
on to a bag of nitrate. 

The Sardinia was on its way to 
Egypt with 14'. European passengers 
and a crew of 39, and at Tangier 139 
Moorish pilgrims were taken on board. 
Almost immediately after leaving Mal- 
ta a fire broke out In one of the holds, 
and there was a series of explosions. 
Tho vessel was turned for shore, but 
the crew being unable to get to the 
engines, the vessel circled round until 
she struck ground. 'Many people leapt 
from the burning vessel, and 100 per- 
sons, mostly Moors, were drowned. 

MEDA L FOR BOY 

King Awards Decoration to Hero of 
Docks Tragedy 

The terrible dock disaster at New- 
port, Wales, last June Is recalled by 
the fact that on December 20 His Ma- 
jesty King Edward personally decor- 
ated young Tom Lewis, the heroic 
newsboy, who wriggled his way down 
among tho ruins of the collapsed trench 
and worked for two hours trying to 
liberate an imprisoned boy. lie had to 
crawl head downwards '.and worked 
lying on a dead man and bathed in 
the blood of a mortally injured laborer 
alongside. He was hauled out just be- 
fore the second collapse came. 

In tho crowded annals of heroism 
underground there am faw deeds more 
gallant and honorable than those of 
young Tom Lewis. In the process of 
the construction of the greatest dock 
In the world a timbered trench 1,000 
Teet long and 100 feet wide collapsed, 
burying the workers.

IS FORFEITED 



Charles Levi Woodbury Or- 
dered Confiscated After a 
Brief Trial 



Tho Charles Levi Woodbury was 
confiscated by Mr. Justice Martin, 
after a brief trial for poaching in the 
Scott group last summer, when she 
was seized when between the eastern 
and western Haycock islands by tho 
fisheries protection cruiser Kestrel. 

"Then there is nothing left for mo 
to do but to pronounce the usual or- 
der of condemnation of the vessel and 
declare It forfeited to the Crown." 

This judgment from Mr. Justice 
Martin, sitting in admiralty here to- 
day closed one of tho briefest trials 
on record in tills court. 

The erring vessel was tho Charles 
Levi Woodbury, the fishing schooner 
owned by the Standard Fish company 
Of Seattle, seized by the Kestrel in the 
Scott island group on the north end of 
Vancouver Island, on April lis, 
alter a lively chase and many shots, 
lor fishing within the tliree mile 
limit. 

But there was not a word about tho 
chase or the shots In court today. 
There was -an admission of technical 
guilt by counsel for the defendants 
and a willing submission to the order 
of condemnation and forfeiture of the 
vessel, which Is now anchored in tho 
Eraser, with an intimation that there 
would bo an appeal to Ottawa for 
clemency under the unusual circum- 
stances. 

These, as stated to the court by Mr. 
W. C. Brown, counsel for the owners 
of the vessel, were In effect. 

"We admit that we wore wrongfully 
within the three marine mile limit, but 
we were not fishing. The wind and 
the tide had changed, and drifted five 
of our dories within tho limit, and we 
had gone after them to pick them up." 

Mr. Justice Martin was not willing 
to agree that this was not fishing. 

"Upon your statement you were 
clearly fishing under the authorities,'' 
said the court. 

"But our gearing had not been tak- 
en out of tile dories. We had not act- 
ually fished nor attempted to fish, we 
submit," returned Mr. Brown. 

The Court: "It was clearly a con- 
tinuation of the operation of fishing, 
for fishing includes mishaps." 

"But the wind and tide drove us In, 
my lifrd." 

"There is no doubt in my mind that 
fishing includes circumstances such 
as these. You were fishing, though 
unwittingly. If there is to be an ap- 
peal for the clemency of the crown it 
is the duty at the court to see that the 
facts are properly brought out that 
they may be presented to the crown." 

Mr. D. G. Mcdonell, who, with Mr. 
J. W. DeB. Earris, appeared for the 
federal government, stated that he was 
prepared to accept the admission of 
the defendants, and the order of con- 
demnation and forfeiture followed. 

Captain Holmes Newcomb picked up 
his maps and documents and, with 
half a dozen of his officers and sea- 
men, loft tho court, a little later fol- 
lowed by Captain Sinclair, of the 
Woodbury, who !:ad occupied a seat 
beside his counsel. 

Upon the completion of a transcript 
of the statements made in court the 
defendants will make thir appeal to 
Ottawa. 

The American schooner's surrender 
on the afternoon of April IS was in 
striking contrast to today's proceed- 
ings, according to the report made bv 
Captain Newcomb shortly after the 
aeicuie. This showed five separate 
blasts from the Kestrel's siren to the 
Woodbury to "heave to," and four 
separate rounds of five shots each 
from the machine gun to the same 
end, the last going over the bows and 
through the masts and sails of the 
fleeing schooner. 

Coming nearer to the schooner, 
Cn.pt. Newcomb shouted the order. 

"Oh. I don't think so," he relates 
in his report was Capt. Sinclair's re- 
ply. 

"Then you have another think com- 
ing," returned the Kestrel's com- 
mando v. 

Capt. Sinclair, after the capture, had 

said: 

"You must admit that we were four 
miles outside of the limit when you 
arrested me." 

"Yes," returned Capt. Newcomb, 
"better than that, five miles; and I 
would have taken you If you had gone 
fifty miles." 

Capt. Sinclair, the report further re- 
lates, had declined to steer his vessel 
to Vancouver, and Capt. Newcomb 
thereupon towed the captured vessel 
to Bull harbor. 

The Woodbury, with its fishing 
equipment, Is said to be worth be- 
tween -$S,000 and 510,000.

Word has been received from the 
North indicating thai the gasoline 
schooner Duxbury is either wrecked 
on the shores of Bering Sea or has been 
caught in tlfe ice pack and forced 
ashore where her crew has dragged 
her on the beach and left the vessel 
to pass the winter while they are mak- 
ing way over the ice to take the river 
trail to Southwestern Alaska. 

Sam Waltz, mate of the Duxbury, 
cabled his wdfe, who lives at Colby, 
across the Sound from Seattle, that 
the Duxbury was on the beach and 
that he was coming home over the ice.jf 
The message was sent from Nome. Be- ' 
yond this statement nothing is known 
of the whereabouts of the vessel or 
her crew. 

The Duxbury is owned by Capt. Al- 
exander Allen, of Seattle, and the 
United States Trading Company, of 
Nome, in etjual shares, and Capt. Allen 
has not been advised of any accident 
in the Duxbury by ills people in Nome, 
which leads him to the belief that the 
schooner is not wrecked, but has only 
been caught in the ice and beached by 
the crew to save her from being 
crushed. 

The Duxbury was supposed to have 
left Nome some time between Novem- 
ber 12 and November 15, and although 
her nonarrlval in Seattle caused some 
uneasiness it was thought that tho 
vessel, which only registers twenty- 
three tons, was hugging, the shore and 
coming down the coast. The Duxbury 
was a staunchly built craft and very 
seaworthy, notwithstanding her small 
size, having been constructed special- 
ly for the northern trade In San Fran- 
cisco about thirteen years ago. The 
vessel was worth about $0,000. 

The Duxbury spent tho summer trad- 
ing In Siberia and Arctic America and 
bus-aboard a cargo of furs, ivory and 
whalebone valued at considerably more 
than $10,000 consigned to her Scuttle 
owner. Capt. Jncohsen was master of 
tho Duxbury, and she had a crew of 
about six men.

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A BYLAW 

To Raise 3184,000 for School Purposes. 

WHEREAS, tho Council of tlie porpo- 
rdtlon of tho City of Victoria, are re- 
quired to raise tho sum of $is4,oou on 
tnt! requirement of the Board of School 
Trustees for providing the site and 
erecting a new High School and tor 
providing for completing the construc- 
tion of new schools on Chambers street 
ii nd Moss street. 

-AND, WHEREAS, the whole rutulilo 
kind and improvements or real property 
of the said Corporation of the City of 
Victoria, according to tho last revised 
assessment roll for tho year 1309 was 
123,1*3,590. 

AND WHEI5EA3, the total amount 
required to he raised annually by rats 
for paying the debt which will ho ere- 
uted hereunder and tho interest there- 
on, and for creating an annual Kinking' 
fund for tho payment off of the said 
debt within twenty-live years, according 
to law Is $11,778.20. V 

AND WHERHAS It will require an 
annual rati of one-half of, one mill 
on tho dollar for paying, the new debt 
and interest: 

AND WHEREAS, this bylaw may not 
be altered or repealed except with the 

consent of the Lieutenant-Governor in 
council; 

THEREFORE, the Municipal Council 
of the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria enacts as follows: 

1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor 
of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria to borrow upon the credit of the 
said Corporation by way of the deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned, from any 
person, or persons, or body or bodies 
corporate, who may be willing to ad- 
vance tho same as a loan, a sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole- the 
sum of $181,000.00 currency, or sterling 
money, at the rate of 4.88 L'-;:rds dol- 
lars to the one pound sterling, and to 
pause all such .sums so raised or re- 
ceived to be paid into the hands of the 
Treasurer of the said corporation for 
the purposes and with the object here- 
Inbeforo recited. 

L'. It shall be lawful for the said 
Mayor to cause any number of de- 
bentures to be made, executed and is- 
sued for such sums as may be required, 
not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
$18 1,000, either In currency or sterling 
money (at the rate aforesaid), each of 
the said debentures being of the amount 
of $1,000. and all such debentures shall 
be sealed with the seal of the said Cor- 
poration and signed by the Mayor 
t hereof. 

3t shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
In his discretion to alternatively cause 
each of tho said debentures to be made, 
executed and issued for an amount of 
£100 sterling, and one. if necessary, for 
it less sum in sterling money to com- 
plete the authorized issue. ', 

:!. Tho said debentures shall bear date 
of the day after the final passing of this 
bylaw, and shall be niado payable In 
25 years from said date at such place, 
cither In the Dominion of Canada, Great 
Britain or the United States of America, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall 
have attached to them coupons for the 
payment of interest, and tlie .signatures 
of tho interest coupons may be either 
written, stamped, printed, lithographed 
or engraved. 

I. The said debentures shall bear in- 
terest at the rate of four per cent, per 
annum from tlie date thereof, which in- 
terest shall be payablo half-yearly at 
such place, either In the Dominion of 
Canada, Great Britain or the United 
states of America, as may bo expressed 
in the debenture and coupon. 

5. It shall be lawful for the said 
Mayor to cause the said deber>tvtr"S and 
Interest coupons, either or both, to be 
made payablo at such place, either in 
the Dominion of Canada. Great Britain 
or tho United States of America, as 
may be desired. 

6. It shall be lawful for the Mayor 
of the said Corporation to dispose of 
the said debentures at a rate below 
par, and to authorize the Treasurer to 
pny out of the sums so raised by the 
sale of the said debentures, all expenses 
connected with the preparation and en- 
graving or lithographing of the deben- 
tures and coupons, or any discount or 
commission or other charges Incidental 
to the sale of the said debentures. 

7. If deemed advisable by the Mayor, 
there shall, in the said debentures, be 
reserved to tlie Corporation the right 
upon any future consolidation of the 
debenture indebtedness of the city to 
substitute debentures of such consoli- 
dation secured upon tlie credit of the 
city generally. Such consolidated de- 
bentures shall contain the like cove- 
nants, conditions and restrictions as arc 
contained In the debentures, issued in 
pursuance of this bylaw, and in each 
debenture issued hereunder a clause 
conditioned for such substitution may 
be inserted. 

8. For the purpose of raising annu- 
ally the required sum for tlie. payment 
of the interest on the said debentures 
during their currency, there shall be 
raised annually tlie sum of $7.3110, and 
for the purpose of creating the sink- 
ing fund aforesaid for the payment off 
of the debt at maturity there shall be 
raised annually the Hum of $4,418.20. 

!». For the purpose of the payment of 
the said sum in tlie next preceding 
paragraph mentioned there shall be 
raised and levied in each year a rate of 
one-half of one mill in the dollar on all 
ratable land and improvements in the 
city of Victoria during the continuance 
of the said debentures or any of them. 

10. This bylaw shall, before tlie final 
passing thereof, receive the assent of 
the electors of the said corporation in 
the manner provided for in the Munici- 
pal Clauses Act. and shall take effect on 
the day after the final passing thereof. 

II. This bylaw may be cited as the 
"$184,000 School Loan Bylaw, 1910."

AND WHEREAS, it Is Intended by 
this bylaw to give to the mayor of the 
city, after the passing of u resolution 
approving by the council of the corpo- 
ration, power to execute an agreement 
to make such grant and conveyance 
upon the conditions and stipulations 
hereinafter expressed; 

NOW. THEREFORE, the Municipal 
Council of the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria enacts as follows; 

1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor 
of the City of Victoria, after the pass- 
ing of a resolution of tlie council ap- 
proving^ tlie same forthwith to enter 
Into and execute, and cmiso the seal of 
the city to be affixed to an agreement 
between the corporation and the said 
company, when Incorporated, or with 
any citizen appointed as trustee for the 
company and approved by the council, 
binding the company or trustee as 
aforesaid to "eminence within six 
months therefrom tlie erection on suld 
lot three, and to complete tho erection 
of the. said opera house buildings, to 
cost not less than one bundled thousand 
dollars, and to grant and convoy such 
lot to said company after tho comple- 
tion by such company of tho terms of 
such agreement. Tho council in this 
agreement shall require that the com- 
pany shall give to (ho corporation such 
number of shares of common stock as 
represents the value of the land so that 
the corporation shall fc>e part proprietors 
on nn equality with the cash subscrib- 
ers to the common stock. 

2. After the execution of the said 
agreement the said Mayor shall execute 
to the said company and its successors 
a grant and conveyance of said lot three 
in fee simple (but -without covenants 
for title by the city,) 

3. Tho said iatld so to be granted and 
the Improvements thereon shall be ex- 
empt for so long as the city or the com- 
pany retain their respective Interests 
therein, and maintain same for opera 
house purposes from all manner of mu- 
nicipal assessments, taxes and burdens 
(except water and light rates) In the 
same manner as municipal property. 

4. This bylaw shall not come into ef- 
fect until ratified by the Legislative 
Assembly of the Proyln*s of British 
Columbia. 

■ 5. The land shall be valued by three 
arbitrators, one to be appointed by the 
said company nnd one by the city, and 
another to be appointed By tho said two 
arbitrators. The award of such three 
arbitrators or a majority thereof shall 
be conclusive us to tlie value of said 
land. 

0. The memorandum and articles of 
association of said company shall con- 
tain provisions satisfactory to the coun- 
cil of the corporation of the city of 
Victoria, that the council may at nil 
times appoint n number of directors of 
said company proportionate to the num- 
ber of shares hold l>>- the city in such 
company. 

7. Tills bylaw sli.il 1 before the (inal 
passage thereof receive the assent of 
the electors of the said city in the man- 
ner provided for Iri the Municipal 
Clauses Act. 

5. This bylaw may for all purposes 
be city as. tho "People's Opera House 
Grant Authorization Bylaw, 1909."

To Enable the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to borrow tlie lum of 
81,500,000,00 by me ann of either rcgis- 
tored debenture stock, or by deben- 
tures to Bearer, . secured upon tho 
Water "Works Syoteiu auu Property, 
and the General Hovenue from the 
Water Works System, with the guar- 
antee of the Corporation. 
WHEREAS, the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria owns the water works 
property and system under which the 
citizens nre supplied: 

AND. WHEREAS, by the "Water By- 
law, 190.3," No. 60;i. of tlie Council of 
the said Corporation a frontage tax is 
assessed and charged upon tho owners 
of lots or ports of lots In th^ city of 
Victoria in, through or past which a 
main water pipe ot four Inches In diam- 
eter, or over, shall run, and certain 
rates, rentals and charges are, by the 
said reciting bylaw, llxed and levied and 
made payable for tlie supply of water 
within and without the city: 

AND, WHEREAS, the following sums 
have heretofore been specially charged 
upon water rates or charges:

AND, 'WHEREAS, fi)r the purpose of

AND. WHEREAS; the corporation 
propose - to guarantee the payment ot 
the moneys borrowed under authority 
of this bylaw and the Interest thereon; 

AND, WHEREAS, in anticipation of 
the alternative Issue of registered de- 
benture stock hereby authorized, tho 
Corporation of the City of Victoria has 
entered Into an agreement with the 
Bank of British North America for the 
payment through the said bank in Lon- 
don, England, - of the principal moneys 
and interest moneys as the same re- 
spectively fall due, and for the keeping 
by -.an off icial of the bank of a register 
of tho holders from time to time, of the 
said registered debenture stock If is- 
sued hereunder and of . tho transfers of 
the same, and it is desired by this by- 
law to make regulations with regard to 
such register and tho custody thereof 
and the making of entries therein and 
for the fees payable upon transfers;

($1,500,000,00 1. or its equivalent in 
pounds sterling, to be called "Victoria, 
B. C„ Water Works Debenture Stock." 

3. The certificate of the registered de- 
benture stock shall be In the form given 
in tlie schedule to this [bylaw, or as 
nearly thereto as may be. and shall be 
In amounts of pounds sterling carry- 
ing interest at the rate of four per cent, 
per annum, payable half yearly on the 
first day of January and the first day 
of June in each year, at the Bank of 
British North America in the city of 
London. England, and the principal de- 
benture slock shall he repayable at the 
expiration of fifty years' from tlje day

•I. The registered debenture stock,

CITY STREETS 



Oak^Bay Wants Right to Con- 
nect With Esquimalt Wa- 
terworks 



The securing of a water supply from 
the Esqulnibit Water Works company 
and tho right to lay its mains through 
Victoria streets to connect with the 
company's system is one of the powers 
which , the municipality) of Oak Bay 
will request of tlie next legislature 
when . the municipality's application 
for a now charter comes up for con- 
sideration. There aro other powers 
which the municipality desires but the 
abovo is tlie one which most affects 
the city. 

Attention to the municipality's ap- 
plication was called some time ago in 
council meeting and the matter was 
referred to the city solicitor, but tlie 
comments of some of tho aldermen at 
that time evidently Induced the muni- 
cipality to write the city and explain 
just what was intended. At lust 
night's special meeting of the city 
council the following communication 
from the clerk of Oak Bay was read 
und the mayor's suggestion that the 
matter be referred to the incoming 
council was adopted. 

Sirs. — I am Instructed to inform you 
that tho Municipality of Oak Bay is 
applying for ;i Special Charter at the 
next sitting of the Legislative As- 
sem My. 

Amongst other privileges asked for, 
the Municipality seeks the right to lay 
pipes through tlie City of Victoria to 
connect with the Esquimau Water 
Works System. 

Whether these powers. If granted, 
will ever he used by the Municipality 
Is a question to ho decided by the 
ratepayers at some future date and 
whether it will bo necessary to lay the 
Municipal pipes through the City of 
Victoria or not is a question for an 
engineer. In the meantime theNCoun- 
cil of the Municipality makes this for- 
mal application. 

As tho. Council of the Municipality 
would wish nt all times to consider the 
convenience of the City of Victoria it 
is therefore willing if the city so wish 
to confine Its powers to some specific 
route that will be mutually suitable to 
both Municipalities. 

Wo would suggest that <iur respec- 
tive engineers might meet and select 
such ii route. 

At the same time this Municipality 
is quite ready to insert in the charter 
uny reasonable regulations as to lay- 
ing and repairfrfg pipes, etc., that tiro 
city may wish to impose and would 
ask the city to state its requirements 
in this respect as soon as may bo con- 
venient. 

A conimitt.ee of this council wilt lie 
pleased to call upon you at any con- 
venient time to discuss above matters. 
A copy of our Private Bill will be for- 
warded to you as soon as printed.

Aid. Mable Objects 

"Tut it on file. This is a piece of 
nerve, about the worst we have yet 
had from Oak Buy," said Alderman 
Mable, but the balance of the council 
considered it better to hold it over for 
incoming council. 

The bylaw to authorize the raising 
of $1,500,000 to bring the Sooke Lake 
water supply to the city, wliitlh '«•«*. 
held over from last Monday, was put 
through Its various stages, and Is 
now in shape to be presented to the 
electors, and the scliool bylaw to raise 
? 184.000 for school purposes was 
amended by atrlWr-s -tut the two items 
providing for the addition of four 
rooms to the Victoria West school and 
tho erection of a frame scliool on tho 
Bank street site, which work was cstN 
mated to cost $21,000. and substituting 
therefore a similar amount to be used 
for the completion of the George Jay 
and .Moss Street schools, for which 
sufficient funds aro not available. This 
bylaw Is also now ready to be sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers. 

At last Monday's meeting some dis- 
cussion alien t a bill for $2,700 put in 
by the city solicitor and city barrister 
was hail ami it was decided to leave 
the matter over until last evening when 
further details could Ik- provided, City 
Barrister Taylor was present and after 
explaining the" bill the amount was 
ordered paid. In this connection it was 
pointed out that the British Columbia 
Electric company has not yet paid the 
city for all expenses, legal and cor- 
poration, Incident to the putting 
through of tlie power bylaw last sum- 
mer. The city solicitor was instructed 
to secure tlie amount from tho com- 
pany, which had promised to meet all 
such expenses. 

No Notice of Objection 

On the advice of the city solicitor 
and barrister, the council will take no 
notice of the objection taken by C. TO. 
Bradshaw to the proposed scheme of 
Douglas street improvement. Mr. 
Bradshaw recently notified the. council 
that he was opposed to wood blocks 
and did not recognize that tho. pro- 
ceedings taken by the council to meet 
tlie cost of the proposed pavement or 
tax his property have been or will be 
effective in imposing any such tax 
upon his property ,und he proposed to 
reserve all his rights to refuse to ac- 
cept any assessment therefore. 

The city solicitor •advised that Mr. 
Bradshaw's letter could nut be taken 
in any sense as a proper adverse peti- 
tion, and as tlie great majority of the 
owners nre in favor of tho scheme it 
could not now he upset.

Since tho announcement of the Union's 
ruling thu Vancouver club bus" ooon 
very much In the limelight, Its mem- 
bers writing letters to the press of the 
Terminal City, protesting against the 
action of the union, and claiming, In 
default of better argument, Hint tho 
Union exocuti-o which considered the 
protest was not duly constituted. This 
argument has fallen to the ground, 
and now the Vancouver club which 
was Kchecliu;.-', to piny against North 
Vancouver on Saturday has decided to 
default the mutch, intimating at the 
same time that unless the Union sees 
fit to reconsider Its ruling with re- 
spect to Bayfield (the suspended play- 
er) the club will drop out of the 
league. 

Tho officials of the Union have no- 
tified the Van'ecmver club that their 
decision is final and unalterable, and 
In consequence the Vancouver Club 
may now be considered a.s a non-exls- 
tent quantity In the contest for the 
Prior troj;ity. The action of the B. C. 
Hockey Union nits been backed 
throughout by the other three clubs In 
the league, namely Victoria, the Gar- 
rlsoi., and North Vancouver.
